I  PUR  POSE  to  communicate  my  ftnfiments  af 
the  rtrength  and  practicability  of  the  Middle 
iiolonies  where  the  late  military  operations  have 
been  carried.on,— -of  the  difpofition  of  the  people,, 
in  general,  in  the  revolted  Colonies^— and  of  the 
Condudlof  thewar  in  New  Jerfey  and  Pennfylva* 
Bia.  Thefe  are  matters  which  intimately  concern 
the  public  welf.re,  and  with  which  the  whole  na- 
tion, who  have  expended- many  millions  in  that  war,, 
ought  to  be  perfectly  acq^uainted.  And' of  thefe  I 
0iall  fpeak  without  any  other  reftraint  than  that 
which  is  impofed  by  candor  and  truth.. 

I,  That  part  of  the  Middle  CiJlonies  w^rch  has 
been  the  fcene  of  the  late  military  operations,  can- 
not, in  the  military  fenfQ  of  the  words^  be  called 
uncommonly  llrong,  much  lefs  imprafticable.  Thefe 
operations  have  been  chiefly  confined  between  the 
mountain?  ajid  the  lea  coaft  fouthwaid  of  New  York.. 
Jn  that  part  the  hiHs  ar«;  by  no  means  high  or  diffi- 
cult of  accefs.  And  there  ace  few  of. them  which 
do  not  afford  an  eafy  afcent  either,  on  one  fide  or  the 
•ther..  Yery.  unlike  this  country,  whv'cre  numerous 
hedges  and-  highi  dykes  form- many  bulwarks,  for  a^ 
ttme,  prooC.  ev^tv  againft-  cannon;  tliere,  iieithen 
hedges  nor  dykes  aFC-to  be  foundi  The  fences  a r<j 
made  of  pofts  fixed  id:  the  ground,  at  teaftet^tjl'^ 
tance,  and  in  general  with  fourorfTvecrols  r^iw, 
)&Qia.nitte  to  fifteen  inchesafunder..    The  countr|i^ 
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tvhich  U  (hick  fettled,  every  farmer  living  en  his 
own  plantation,  not  in  villages,  is  interfpcrfed  with 
intermediate  woods,  and  lar^e  plantations,  or  open 
fields.  The  woodconfifts  of  large  tall  trees,  grow- 
ing at  conliderabie  diilauces,  without  any  under- 
wood,  and  arc  eaiily  fcoured  with  cannon  or  inuf- 
quetry.  This  a  true  flate  of  that  part, of  New 
Jerfey  and  Pfsniylvania  where  the  war  has  been 
carried  on  ;•  aiid  from  this  it  may  be  eafily  deter- 
mined how  far  it  can  be  deemed  ftrong  or  impradti- 
cable  in  refpecftto  military  operations^ 

Accordingly  in  this  country,  we  have  lately  feen 
two  am^ie^r  oee  jBtdiiating  ii9  comciueil*  the  othf  r 
Jt8,<)eiFeoce,.  We  have  (een  the  BritiOi  army  pene- 
trating intpits  heart,  in  a  circuit  of  near  two  hun#- 
dred  Miles,  from  Lang  Ifl.ind,  by  the  White  Plains, 
to  Trenton,  and  from  the  Elk  Ferry  to  Philadelphia, 
in  dcJjiarMje  of  the  utmoii  eflprts  of  an  enemy  per- 
fectly a<;quainted  with  every  advantageous  fpqt  of 
ground  ;  and  we  have  feen  that  army  taki»g,  with 
cafe  and  l^^ie  lofs,  every  itrong  poil  poflelTed  by 
the  eppiwy,  who  have  always  fled  at  its  approach. 
Surely  a^cpuntry  where  fuch  operations  have  been 
performed  with  fo  little  difficulty,  cannot  be  deem- 
ed very  ftrong  or  impraOicable. 

How  different  this  from  the  fcene  of  a«fti<Mi  in  -the 
laft  American  war  I  Thai  was  in  a  country  of  thick 
woods,— -full  of  vait  mountains,  high  precipices, 
and  ftrong  defiles  ;  yet  an  Amherjlm\6  a  Wolff  led 
the  Briti(h  troops  through  it  tp  conqueft  and  to  glo- 
ry, againft  the  utmojj  eiforis  of  French  Veterans* 
Though  in  ftrenglh  it  was  equal  to  any  of  the  coun- 
tries in  EMtppe,  vet  was  it  nut  fo  imprad:!  cab  leas  to 
bidiie  the  zeal  or  Britirti  Generals,  who,  unconned- 
cd  with  party,  priced  their  own  honour,  the  iptereii 
of  their  country  and  the  glory  of  their  Sovereign. 

2,  I  have  lamented*  fince  my  arrival  in  this  king* 
dotiD«  to  fl^d  an  ppinign  generalljt  prevalent,  Tbfti 
the  people  in  tite  rcvoUfd  Colaniet  are  ajmoji  unanimonffy 
iiifaffeH(4  to  '"^'V  Sovcrci^t,  and  w^i  to  be  M/f4mtfd  in 
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gmfernmtHt  from  tUs  country*  From  what  rootiev^et 
an  opinion  lb  contmry  to  ijg&y  has  been  propftgated^ 
18  worthy  difquil^tion. 

.  Some  Geatiemen,  who  lelt  the  Colonies  in  thif^ 
begiiifitng  of  the  wild  commotions^  when  the  puliis 
fif  what  is  called  Liberty  beat  high^  and  the  peo]He 
were  deluded  by  n  tew  ati^bitious  and  aftfuL  metl^ 
yader  pretence  of  obtaining  a  redrefs  of  gnevanees; 
have  erroneoufty,  though  innocently,  adopted  xtx^ 
propagated  that  opinion.  O* hers  who,  from  prin* 
ciples  truly  repubHcati,  wiih  to  f(3par«te  CaLiedf^-' 
Britain  and  the  Colonies,  have  been  theinc^elatiga*! 
ble  promoters  of  it.  And  others,  wlw  were  high  m 
office  in  America,  although  they  had  before  thejw 
daily  deraonftrations  to  the  contrary,  lo  juflify  the 
ncgle^  and  inhuman  treatment  which  his  Majefty's 
Caithful  fuhjeds  received  attheir  hands,,  andro  rhrow^ 
a  veil  over  that  irMicondu6t  which  has  unneccffarily 
wailed  many  millions  for  the  nation,  facrificewl  its 
true  intercfts,  and  loft  its  honour,  were  the  in  venrors 
of  it.  Under  the  eftbrts  o^  fivch  a  coHibination,- 
we  are  not  to  be  furprized  at  feeing,  for  a  tlmc^' 
Truth  fuppreiled  and  Falfehood  triumphant. 

1  call  this  opinVcm  falfe,  and- 1  prove  it  fo,  from  a 
variety  of  fafts  known  to  thoufands.  During  the' 
laft  war,  there  was  no  part  of  his  Majefty^s  domi- 
nions contained  a  greater  proportionof  faithful  fub- 
jeds  than  the  Thirteen  Colonics.  The  millions 
they  g/anted  to  the  Crown,  the  thoufends  fent  into 
the  field,  the  numbers  of  their  privateers  in  the 
European  and  American  feas,  operating  againil  the 
common  enemy,  are  conivincing  proofs  of  this  truth. 
The  idea  of  difloyalry,  at  thta,time,  icarjcehyexlOed 
in  America  ;  or  if  it  did,  it  was  never  esfprefled 
with  impunity.  How  vlten  can  it  happenv  that  a 
people  fo  lately  loyal,  (hould  fo  fuddenly  become 
vniverfally  dilloyal,  without  any  grievances -or  op- 
preilions  but  thole  in  anticipation  }  The  tax  im** 
pofed,  and  R(iigne;das  the  caufe  of  their  difeffe<5tion^. 
was  truly  a  relief,  not  a  burthen.  Had  it  been  a 
burthen^  it  WAsnev^r  felt,  and  hadic  beea  felt,  it ^ 
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wn^  of  a  moft  trivial  nature.  No  fines,  no  imprU 
foninents,  no  oppreflions,  had  been  experienced  by 
the  Colonics.  And  reverence  for  a  Sovereign  froii* 
whom  they  have  long  teceived  every  pioof  of  pa* 
f^rnal  regard^  and  attachment  to  a  Government  un- 
der which  they  have  been  the  nappieft  people  oa 
;he  globe,  with  a  prcdileftion  for  its  taws,  reli- 
gion, manners,  and  cuiloms,  founded  in  renfon^ 
and  rivetted  by  habit  from  infancy  to  manhood^ 
and  even,  to  old  ag^,  are  not  to  be  eradicated  by  tri- 
vial Ciiufe*.  if  we  feiuch  the  whole  hiftory  o^  hu- 
man events,  we  fliall  not  meet  with  an  example  of 
,fuch  a  futiden  chiihge,  fFora^^he  biofl;  perfec*^  loyalty 
to  univerfal  difaffeifbion.  On  the  contrary,,  where-^ 
ev-;r  national  attachment  has  been  generally  eftaced^ 
it  has  been  ejected  by  How  degrees,,  and  a  loug^ 
contiaumice  of  opprcffiohi,  not  in  proipetl,  but  irh 
ai'^ual  cxiileuce. 

Indeed,  before  the  la-ll  war,  there-  were  men  in- 
America,  as  in  all  other  countrie?,  otconliderable- 
abjlities,  and  little  fortune^— 'reftkfs  and  ambitious 
fpiiits^— ediicared  in  iiepublican  principles,  and  of! 
courfe  deftiti.>fe  ot-  thofc  airach-ments  wjhich  would 
have  formed  and  fixed  their  loyalty  ;  but  their 
number  was  fmalK  Thele  men  fpoka  and-  wrote  o^ 
the  independence  of  America*  as  an  e\'ent  whiclit 
might  happen  in  future,  but  did  not  venture  to  ex-- 
prefs  a  wilH that  it  might,  or  could  b&  in  their  time.. 
When  the  Stamp'.n(fi^  took  place,  they  \vere  thefirit: 
to  incite  the^  people  to  oppolitlon.  /fhe  plaufibility- 
of  the  arguments  againil  the  r^ight  of  Parliament  to- 
lax  ihem,  prevailed  on  many  to  thin4c  thofe  nrgu-- 
roents^  reafonabie  j  but  thefe  reftlefs  and  unprin- 
cipled men,  to  prepare  the  minds  of  the  people  for 
their  yet  latent  fcheme  of  independence,  incited* 
mobs,  confillingr  of  a  few  abandoned  men  in  two  o^ 
three  ot  the  American  ports,  much  aganift  the  tem- 
pers of  the  people  at  large,  to  deftroy  the  damped' 
paper.  The  people,  in  general,  difapproved  of 
this  violent  and  leditious  mode  of  oppolition,  and 
purftted  adiflfeceiu  meafure*    Xkey  petitioned  thtii* 
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conflitutional  Repr(pfenu^iv,es,  and  tkefe  i^etulao^d 
ParHam.ept  for  a  rejjd»2al  of  thi^  Ad»  djeclftriug,  tb»t 
they',wer?.;rcady  to  jjtapt^  ttcir  prpponiom  of  »i4«.

dountries*  Any  one  %viJt  perceive,  on  comparing 
thofe  inftruAions  with  the  proceedings  of  thre  Con- 
grefs,  particularly  in  their  inciting  the  people  to 
>rms,  their  refo!\re  to  make  reprifals,  and  their  fe* 
dlitious  letters  to  the  people, ot  England,  Ireland, 
apd  Caaada^  that  the  Delegates  riblated  their  trull, 
ufed  6very  meafure  which  tended  ta  violence  and 
^edition,  without  authority,  atid  contrary  to  the 
dired^iops  of  thofe  who  appointed  them  i  and  thnt 
the  people  in  gen^ratwcre  fo  far  from  inf  ending  the 
leaft  deviation  from  their  loyalty,  that  all  they 
fought  for  was  a  redrefsofwhat  they  thought  griev- 
ances, by  **  prudent  and  legal  meafures,  and  a  more

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While  the  people,  who  had  given  fuch  proofs  of 
their  loyalty  in  the  laft  war,  continueU  to  adit  on 
this  ground,  although  fonie  of  them  were  fedoced 
by  falle  pretences  into  meafures  of  violence^  we 
{hould  not  conclude  even  thefe  were  difaffe^ted.  It 
has  ever  been  an  eafy  talk  for  a  {qw  violent  and 
discontented  fpivits  to  delude,  for  a  time,  a  part  of 
the  ignorant  vulgar  iato  all  the  meafures  of  ireafon, 
witheut  their  having  a  fpark  of  fedttion  in;  tlieir 
hearts.  We  cannot  therefore  julUy  form  our  Judgi 
ments  of  the  people  in  general^  frojte  a  view  oftheir 
conduft  before  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
The  treafonablc  deligns  €>f  their  fedticers  had  been 
.Artfully  concealed  under  a  variety  of  dlfguifes, 
falfehoodsv  and  frauds  This  threw  off  the  veil, 
and  cleared  the  fight  t|f  the  del ujdedi-  Reafou  and 
Confciehccj  being  no  longer  bihidfoldi  now  dc- 
{crted  the  me.lfures  of  feditioii,  and  lepai-atcd  the 
Loyalldfrom  the  Traitor*  The  people  were  oblig- 
ed to  tak£  a  dccilive  line  of  condud;  and  many  of 
thofe  whe  had  been  zealous  in  the.  meafures  of  op- 
pofition^  while  they  vefted  on  the  former  ground^ 
now  forfook  them.  ■  ■  ■-* 

It  may  be  here  aiked,  iincc  the  people  in  general 
were  fo  avcrfe  to  the  meafures  of  theCongrefs,  Why 
did  they  not  oppofethem?  The  fa^t  is,  th^r  they 
did  it  both  iiffirniatively  and  negativelvr  -tT^f^ 
oppofed  them  by  a  multitude  of  publications  lit 
news-papers  and  pamphlet,  written  with  a  fpirli 
which  djfcovered  the  uimcft  firmnefs,  and  an^  iiiv 
violabie  nttachment  to  Government;  and  by  not 
countenancing  the  meafures  by  their  artendtin^e  sit 
the  elcdions.-*-They  bad  n6  either  legal  n^ean^lft;, 
their  power,  and  they  had  cod  much  refpc<^  fo^  lifi^ 
laws  to  do  it  illegally.  They  could  not  do  m6ffe'  ttl^ 
preveiu  the  wami  and  fadtious  part  of  the  commtii 
nity  from  attending  when  and  where  they  I'houvht 
proper,  and  from  aftlng  as  they  pleaied  ;  -  l>ecftaie 
they  had  no  legal  controul  over  them,  t'dt'-rtiis 
they  looked  rp  to  the  executive  powers  of^OoVerft'S 
ment;  and  thele,  .  in  almoft  every  colony,  ttere 
aflee|>.--Not  a  fingle  exertion  wae^padc  to  fUppiefs 
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th€  unlawful  afl^mbHes,  or  rocHiA  tife  rifing  Ipirlt. 
qrfedJtion,  until   u  was  too  l^re.—^Riotoos  mobs, 
iVirred    up  by    rhe    Tiolcnt  /a^t'oo,    patrolled  the 
ftrcet^   ot  evet^    city  and   tow^n,,  ootninhtiDg  the 
moii  daring  outrages  on  tlie  |ierfou»  and  properties, 
of  loyarcitijfccns,  wirhout  the  leaft  eiTay  on  the  part 
of  G^owrqment  to  fa|Miceik  thein.  j    aud  m  fpme  cp-. 
Ifinij^l  thjs  OSiccrHt^i  6ovar«mcQt  tiicinielvea  were. 
e|th8i\  tHe  leaders  ()rtJic  fa^iom '  or  fecretiy  gave  iti

Having  obtained 
this  vote,  the  Independent  Fa^ton  iuduibidully  fet 
jtbout  eftahlifhing  themfelves  in  power,  hy  tnfttttiting 
their  new  States.  But  when  they  had  done  this  un« 
dcr  the  fupport  of  military  force,  th^  did  not  think 
it  hfe,  againft  a  great  majority  of  the  peopfe  who  de« 
f efted  their  defign  ;  therefore  eifi;£tuaHy  to  prevent 
i\\  future  oppoittion,  they  fuppreiTed  the  liberty  of 
the  prcfsj  difarnied  every  perfon  whom  they  thought 
difailbflsd  to  their  meafures,  and  paflfed  a  nrnnbdr  of 
)awt  tacompei  the  people  to  abjure  thc'tr  allegiance 
to  their  Sovereign,  and  take  an  oath  to  their  own 
Srares^^to  attaint  the  lives  and  contilcate  the  cftates 
of  e^ery  perfon  a^Hng  in  oppoiition  to  their  defign  y 
— makmg  it  penal  to  ipeak  or  write  againft  theif  pro- 
ceedings and  deiflaring  it  high  treafbn  to  aid,  or 
aflilll  the  Bricifh  crown;  all  which  were  carrkd  iiito 
evecution  with  the  greatefl  inhumanity.  Under 
thefe  laws  feveral  were  imprifoned,  many  banifived, 
and  not  a  few  futfered  death  ;  on  the  whole,  nrore 
than  in  any  civil  war  or  revolution  of  Government 
hitherto  known; 

"'The  Congrrrft  could  not  erpe^  by  thefe  meafures 
to  wotk  a  change  in  the  minds  of  the  pcopte,  or  to 
draw  them  from  their  former  loyalty  to  an  adherence 
to  thefe  new  States.  The  extent  ot  their  views  was 
lofubdue  the  fpirits  of  the  people,  and  deter  them 
from  an  open  oppofition.  In  this  they,  in  fome  de- 
gree, fucceedcd.  The  people  robbed  of  their  arms, 
deprived  of  the  liberty  of  writiiig  or  fpeaking  their 
Ibntimentt,  and  labouring  under  every  mifchief  that 
tyi^nny  could  devife,  faw  their  own  fafcty  involved 
in  an  involuntary  acquiefcence,  until  the  power  of 
their  Sovereign  fhotild  enable  them  to  aft  a  more  de- 
c^five  part.  But  at  the  fame  tiipe  they  inanifefted 
by  their  condu^,  that  thty  were  determined  not  to 
affifttn  fti^f>orting  or  countenancing,  more  than  they 
could  help,  thofe  meafures  which  they  difapproved, 
^^d  thai  Government  which  they  uifticd  to  deftroy.

The  Brl^ih  General  h'jd  declined  taking  i1ti;e  field; 
becaiyfe  th^^  gVt^n  forage  was  not  fuflrciently  growni- 
althongb  the  country  prod  need,  and  his  niagazihes 
Weri  ftored  with,  dry  and  better  fon-age.  He  had 
met'  his  enemy  at  Filllfborough,  and  though  pof-

waters,  yet  he  would  notpurfue  the  advantage.  He 
met  the  fame  enemy  at  Gofhen,  and  began  the  at* 
tatk,  but  was  diverted  from  certain  victory  by  a 
flower  of  rain.  He  declined  fufFtring  the  dykes  on 
the  province  of  Blackley's  Iflands  to  be  repaired, 
though  it  was  a  wbrk-^blbluffely  neccffary  to  the

It  ft  week.  He  fupinely  fuiercd  bimfelf  to  be  Air- 
prifed  at  Gernum  Town,  where  the  «ak>ur  ^nd 
m£khfny  of  i^vi  traopt,  notwtrhftanding  the  &r|p>rtfe, 
gained  a  iriAory*  at  hoeouFHble  to  m^Mv  m  if  ncmi- 
iiioos  to  their  Geftorat,  who  ibfieredthe  enemy  to 
cifcape  withMHH  dSs^tual  purfviit,  when  they  were 
languid  frith  fetigue,  and  deiponding  from  their 
defeat.  The  fiMne  general,  after  feenung  to  inirite 
vWalhinetoil  to  bat^y-at  White  Marfh,  poffued  eve- 
ry tneatuae  thutwat  likely  to  prevent,  nndomiteed 
the  only  one  thsf  maft  inevicably  hi^e  brought  on 
an  engagement.    " 

Many  <9ther  inilancrs  of  blundevt  tending  to  the 
fame  tnifchievous  efieAs,  though  of  lefs  conrequenc<^, 
might  be  here  added ;  but  I  have  cont«Dted  myfelf 
with  only  metuioniog  the  moft  motnenrous.  Blup> 
ders  fo  grofs— fo  contrary  to  the  lead  degree  of 
military  knowledge,  that  their  poflibiKry  almoll 
exceed^  the  uMnoft  extent  of  our  belief.  Blunders 
at  fatal  to  this  kitigdom,  as  their  enufe  is  inexpli- 
cable. It  is  to  them  we  are  »lreadv  indebted  for 
the  unnecessary  and  wanton  expenditure  of  twenty 
millions — for  the  ftianneful  lofs  of  the  northern  army 
-"'ttr  the  exigence  o^  the  rebellion  nt  this  time  in 
AaPrica*>—for  the  alliance  of  Fnmce  with  the  re- 
volted Ctdoniet — for  the  war  between  this  kingdom 
and  the  two  powerful  hovfes  of  Bourbrm,  and  for 
Ihe  very  critical  and  dangerout  &tte  of  the  nation.
